Sgviet Use of Japonoss POW Labor 2 

The POW's of ees. disarmed near Suifenho (131-09, 44423) and put 
to work traneporting plundered goods and “war booty” from the Japanese Kwantung 
army storés in Manchuria to Siberian. Materiel taken from Manchuria included arms, 
anmunition, gunpowder, grain and clothing. after completing this transportation 
the POW's were put through a processing center, where the officers were separated 
from the NCO's and enlinated men, the letter being divided into dDettalions for 
assignment to specific details. 


2. The POW's had sufficient food but their diet lacked vegetables; as a remit, nony 
of them contracted beri-beri. Others suffered fron malnutrition, ond many lost 
25X11 their sight. The hospitals were inadequate, being stocked with no medicines 
except espirin and stomach-eche medicine. 
One~third of the prisoners comprising the three battrlions of prisoners confined 
in source's camp died of malnutrition, typhus nnd the cold. 


3. Zach POW received « ration of ten cigarettes » woek. There was no clothing dis- 
tributed during the winter. 


4. Lectures designed to convert the prieonera to Communism were given regularly, 
' usually by a Korean interpreter. Pamphlets extol Serr Lam ee, ALO: BL Berry 
tributed te the Pow's, often during their rest periods. ae re Ee aNTED 
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5. Soviet residents observed slong source's route of travel (he dia not enter the 
city of Grodekovo) were seen begging for food from the trucks transporting 
provisions. During rest periode children and old men scrambled for scraps left 

by the Soviet guards. - 
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There were many Korpans among the Soviet vroops assigned to the POW camp guard, 
and Mehy women 2014 ars in the Soviet transportation, ‘unite. These units used, 


for she -most part, Cbragu~ and anerLcan-zade vehicles. 

The Sovlet-meie vehicles were conatently, breaking down and were used. only when 
other makea wore not available. 

The Soviet soldiers! clothing was shoddy, most of them wearing rubber tennis shoes, 
gone of which did not matth end were tied with twine and string. Officers 


carried pistols. 
Bach Soviet soldier carried an automatic Nogan rifle. 
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
